MORE TUITION 

In other significant action, the 
regents boosted tuition at Negro 
colleges 50 per cent to put it on 
the same level as at the white 
schools. The increase was from 
$30 to $45 a quarter. 


At the same time; the regents 
moved to expand and improve 
instruction at some of the Negro 
units. They authorized an A.B. 
degree in music at Savannah 
State College and A.B.S. in busi- 
ness administration at Albany 
State. 


They also allocated $6,000 for 
improvements at the Dairy Sci- 
ence Building at the Fort Valley 
State College and heard the in- 
stitution is moving toward imple- 
mentation of a master’s degree 
program next fall. 


The regents allocated up to 
$360,000 for a dining hall-student 
center at Georgia-Teachers'’Col- 
lege, Statesboro, and approved 
preliminary plans for a presi- 
dent’s home at Middle Georgia 
College, Cochran. 

They adopted a resolution of 
thanks to Harleston J. Hall of 
New Jersey for the gift of 11 ad- 
ditional shares of stock to Geor- 
gia Tech as a memorial to his 
father, a former Tech president.
